I have noticed that some of you have been receiving a spur- 
jous response of WGN on 840. After investigating this response, I wrote to "GN con- 
cerning the matter. They said that the cause of the response was WBEM's re-radiating 
their signal on 840, as their XRs are only one mile apart. There are 60 kilocycles! 
difference between 820 and 780, so WBEM re-radiates WGN on-780 plus 60, Or 840. WGN 
said they had a bandpass filter to prevent the reverse from happening. The WGN re- 
sponse on 840 is strorger than the WBEM response on 840, so this might indicate that 
WBEBM's xmepancsxexfilter design could be improved. JI will write to WBEM soon to find 
out what can be done.
